PART I. 

Report op Commissioners appointed under the Land Law Act of 1881. 

We, the Commissioners appointed under the provisions of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 
1881, beg to submit to your Excellency this Report of our proceedings during the 
twelve months ended on the 21st of August, 1890. I 

The seven years for which the Land Commission was constituted terminated on the 
21st August, 1888. The Commission has, however, been three times continued by the 
Expiring Laws Continuance Acts of 1888, 1889, and 1S90, by the latter of which it has 
been continued to the 31st December, 1891. 

During the period under review the staff of Assistant Commissioners consisted of 
8 legal and 64 lay Commissioners, each legal Assistant Commissioner having four pairs 
of lay Commissioners associated with him, and sitting iu court as chairman successively 
with one of these pairs. The farms were inspected by the two lay Assistant Commis- 
sioners by whom the evidence respecting them was heard. 

We have continued to find that the attention and time of the Sub-Commissions have 
been to a greater extent occupied in dealing with questions of value rather than with 
questions of law. 

The number of fair rent notices disposed of by the Sub-Commissions during the year 
was 22,972. Of this number 15,095 were cases of applications by yearly tenants, and 
7,877 were applications by leaseholders. 

The entire number of Fail 1 Rent Notices disposed of during the year was as 

follows : —

The entire number disposed of, by both Land Commission and Civil Bill Courts, from 
the date of the passing of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, to the 22nd August, 1890, 
was 196,782. 

The number of Fair Rent Notices awaiting trial by the Land Commission on the 22nd 
August, 1889, was 43,377, and by the Civil Bill Courts 4,169. 
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The numbers similarly awaiting trial on the 22nd August, 1890, were : — 

By the Land Commission, ....... 24,495 

By the Civil Bill Courts, ....... 4,309 

Judicial Rents have been settled during the year by Court Valuers in 132 cases, by 
Arbitration in 1 case, and by originating declaration and agreement, under the 
provisions of the 8th section of Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, in 5.679 cases, of 
which 5,506 were filed in the Land Commission and 173 were lodged with the Clerks 
of the Peace of the Civil Bill Courts, 2 Judicial Leases were executed and 2 Fixed 
Tenancies created, making altogether 5,816 cases which were settled during the year 
without litigation. 

The total number of rents fixed by originating declaration and agreement, since the 
passing of the Act of 1881 up to the 22nd August, 1890, was 112,675. 

The total number of rents fixed by Court Valuers during the same period was 
1,194. 

The total number fixed by Arbitration was 37, and of Judicial Leases executed 120 
and the number of Fixed Tenancies sanctioned was 28. 

Upon the subject of arbitration, it is to be observed that by the 40th section of the 
Land Act of 1881 provision was made that if the parties so agree the amount of the 
judicial rent may be decided by arbitration conducted by arbitrators (one to be 
appointed by each party), who should name an umpire before the commencement of 
the arbitration. The power so given has, during the nine years that the Act has been 
in operation, been availed of in 37 cases, and in only 1 case during the current year. 

During the year ending 22nd August, 1890, the number of Leaseholders who applied, 
under the provisions of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1887, to the Court of the Land 
Commission was 1,249, and to the Civil Bill Courts was 1,151. 

By the 53 & 54 Vic., cap. 49, the period during which the Civil Bill Courts and 
the Land Commission were authorized to receive applications from Leaseholders has 
been extended to the 31st December, 1891. 

The entire number of rents fixed by all the methods enumerated from the passing of 
the Land Law Act in 1881, to the 22nd August, 1890, was 258,764, not including 
Judicial Leases and Fixed Tenancies. The number of cases struck out. withdrawn, 
or dismissed was 50,730. 

The total number of cases disposed of during the period under review, i.e., from 1881 
to 22nd August, 1890, was therefore 309,642. 

2,381 Appeals from the Civil Bill Courts and rehearings from the decisions of the 
Sub-Commissions were disposed of during the year by us, at sittings held on alternate 
weeks throughout the country, from November to August inclusive. We sat in the 
intervening weeks during the same period for Appeals from the Dublin District. 
Sittings were also held in Dublin for the disposal of motions and other court business. 

The total number of Appeals disposed of since the passing of the Act in 1881 to the 
22nd August, 1890, was 28,818. 

The number of Appeals lodged or reinstated during the year was 2,781. 

The total number of Appeals pending on the 22nd August, 1890, was 6,412. 

Since the date of our last report the requisite assent of Her Majesty’s Treasury has 
been obtained to a rule requiring payment of 10s., stamp duty, upon every Notice of 
Appeal lodged after the 1st day of February, 1890, where the aunual rent of the 
holding, prior to the date of the order appealed from, exceeds the sum of £10. 

While desirous of discouraging unsubstantial appeals we have taken further measures 
to provide that the Court should be placed in a position to have the best and fullest 
information before it with reference to such appeals as come before us for decision. 

We have therefore instituted the practice of obtaining from one of our Court 
Valuers, before the date of the hearing, a special report upon the holding, the subject 
of the Appeal. 
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When this has been returned to us we cause a notification of the result of such 
investigation to be immediately sent to the appellant, and either party, if they so desire, 
can obtain a full copy of the Valuer’s Report, upon the subject-matter in question. 

We are assured that the information so afforded to the parties is of great assistance. 
2,400 copies Reports of Assistant Commissioners and Valuers have been taken out 
during the year. 

The total rental dealt with under the Acts of 1881 and 1887, during the nine years 
ending 22nd August last, was £5,251,876. The aggregate judicial rent fixed in respect 
thereof was £4,169,650, amounting to a reduction of 20*6 per cent., over the entire 
country. 

The total rental dealt with during the year under review was £670,115. 

Particulars are given by counties in Table XL VII. 

During the yrear orders were sealed under the Labourers Acts, fixing rent in 821 
cases of applications from Boards of Guardians, 1 order fixing rent was made by Assistant 
Commissioners, and 543 such orders have been made by one of the Commis- 
sioners, sitting in Chamber in Dublin. The total number of such rents fixed up to 
22nd August, 1890, was 2,281. 

In Appendix LXIII. particulars are given by counties of the number of such applications 
received and disposed of, and the average rent payable in respect of these cottage 
allotments. 

Special orders were made in 8 cases by the Sub-Commissions for the erection or 
improvement of labourers’ cottages, under the 19th section of the Land Law (Ireland) 
Act, 1881, making the total number of such orders 846, to the 22nd August, 1890. 

In addition to the orders under the Labourers Acts, and to the orders made on 
appeal, there were 2,247 orders made in Court, either on notice or ex-parte during the 
year.

The amount received from the public for scrivenery and other fees during the year 
amounted to £1,227. 

15 applications to set aside leases or grants under section 2 of the Act of 1887 were 
disposed of during the year. 

On the 7th January, 1890, we issued the order aud schedule for the temporary 
adjustment of judicial rents pursuant to the provisions of the 29th section of the Land 
Law (Ireland) Act, 1887. The schedule annexed to the order was prepared from the 
returns of prices affecting agricultural produce for the year ended 31st December, 1889. 

The power conferred on the Land Commission by the provision referred to expired 
upon the issue of this order. 

With the sanction of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, we have 
continued to collect returns of prices of agricultural produce and of live stock from 
reports furnished to us of sales which actually take place. From these returns the 
average prices are compiled for each province, and for the whole of Ireland collectively 
and we publish for the benefit and information of the public quarterly returns of the 
average price of each of the principal products ascertained in the above manner. We 
also publish weekly returns of live weight prices obtained in the Dublin, Belfast, and 
Cork markets. 

We consider the collection of the returns referred to, representing the actual prices paid 
for agricultural commodities throughout the country at the principal fairs and other 
centres as being of great importance. In Appendices LXXVIII., LXXIX., and LXXX., 
Specimens of the Returns so collected and which have been already published will be 
found. 
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The property of the late Established Church, which was vested in us by the 44 & 45 
Vic., cap. 71, has been administered by us during the year. 

By payments made by us, since the property vested, the total liability has been 
decreased from £10,421,802 to £7,760,744. 

The original debt of £9,000,000, incurred for the purposes of the Church Act, and 
due to the Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt, has been reduced 
to £3,043,098 ; at the date of our last Report the amount due was £3,437,087. 

Progress has been made in the investigation of liability of lands to tithe-rentcharge ; 
122 parishes, containing 1,030,183 acres, and subject to £23,008 annual rentcharo-e 
payable by 1,903 persons have been investigated and mapped during the past year. ° 

In all, 803 parishes, containing 8,279,379 acres, and subject to £147,925 annual 
tithe-rentcharge, payable by 14,704 persons have been investigated. 

As your Excellency is aware Mr. Justice O’Hagan retired, on account of ill health, 
from the Judicial Commissionership of this Commission in December, 1889.

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PART II. 


Report op Commissioners appointed under the Purchase op Land 
(Ireland) Act, 1885. 


We the Commissioners appointed under the provisions of the “Purchase of Land 
(Ireland) Act, 1885,” beg to submit to Your Excellency our fifth .Annual Report. 

During the five years terminating 21st August, 1890, we received 23,348 applications Apptica- 
for advances amounting to £9,217,388, of which 3,8 1 3 applications for £1,392,053 were tiora re- 
received during the year just closed. Of the above 23,348 applications, 3,303 applications ceived - 
for £1,389,037 were rejected by us on the ground of insufficiency of security or for Cases 
other reasons. In 1,064 of these cases, in which £507,394 had been first applied for, refosed 
we subsequently sanctioned advances to the amount of £424,385, leaving the sum of 
£964,702 as representing applications rejected at the close of the five years. 
Deducting this amount from the total amount applied for, there would remain out of Sfcat0 of 
the sum of £10,000,(<00 granted for the purposes of the Act an apparent balance on 8 Tant - 
the 21st August, 1890, of £1,747,314 available for future applications. We, however, 
anticipate that many of the more recent applications refused by us will be renewed 
upon the basis of reduced advances. 

The 23.3-18 applications were made in respect of holdings upon the estates of 1,512 Classifies 
different landlords, 384 of these estates being in Ulster, 526 in Munster, 443 in Lein- tionasto 
8ter. and 159 in Connaught. estates.

We have provisionally sanctioned 17,550 applications for £7,307,113, of which 3,531 Loans 
applications for . £1,434,138 were sanctioned during the year just closed, while 3,559 sanctioned, 
applications for £945,573 were at the close of the year under investigation, or awaiting 
the results of surveys or other preliminary inquiries, and are now being ruled. 

Of the 17,550 applications for £7,307,113 so sanctioned by us, we have issued 13,721 . ga ^ 
loans amounting to £5,758,237, including the sum of £160,477 advanced upon thirty- 
five estates bought by us in the Land Judges’ Court, under the 5th Section of the Act Purchase 
for re-sale to the tenants. The amount issued during the year was £1,128,582. The of estate*, 
proceedings towards the issue of the sum of £1,548,876 (being the difference between 
the amount sanctioned and the amount paid) are now in progress. 

Of the 13,721 loans issued, amounting to £5,758,137 — 7,214, amounting to £2,119,976, Distribu- 
te for Ulster ; 2,873, amounting to £1, 87b, 81 3, were for Munster ; 2,246, amounting to 
£1,403,962, were for Leinster; and 1,388, amounting to £355,486, were for Connaught, money hi 

Provinces.

In 1 93 of these cases the purchase money in excess of the advances was provided by- 
cash payments amounting to £71,735, and by mortgages to the amount of £26,359. 
In 98 cases the tenants lodged in cash the Guarantee Deposits, the sums so lodged being 
£24,433. The total amount of Guarantee Deposits lodged or retained was £1,141,173, 
of which £139,959 has been invested upon the application of the parties interested 
therein, in securities as authorized by the Act of 1887. 

In the cases in which advances have been provisionally sanctioned during the five 
years, the average prices for all Ireland, calculated upon the rents, were, in 1886, 
18 times the rent; in 1887, 17‘6 ; in 1888, 17*0 ; in 1889, 16'4, and in 1890, 16 - 7. 

Taken in counties, the averages during the five years ranged in 1886 from 23’5 to 
13-8 ; in 1887 from 206 to 11*5 ; in 1888 from 197 to 12'4; in 1889 from 1 9*7 to 13‘2, 
and in 1890 from 19'8 to 13*2. In our last annual report we called attention to some 
of the disturbing elements which an analysis of the details of the circumstances of 
the cases dealt with would disclose, and which render these tables of averages 
unreliable as indicating the selling value of any particular estate or holding, and they 
cannot be regarded as being capable of general application. 

The collection of instalments in repayment of advances under the Purchase of Land 
Act, 1885 (which, as your Excellency is aware, is made by means of receivable orders 
issued by post from our Collection Department, and without the intervention of local 
or other agents), continues to be satisfactory. 

The number of payers under that Act on the books of the Land Commission on 
the 1st of May, 1890, was 11,272, as against 8,670 at the corresponding date in 1889. 
The total amount receivable in respect of interest and instalments from the date of 
the passing of the Act to the 1st May, 1890, was £409,698, of which sum £184,256 
have accrued during the year just ended. The total amount of arrears unpaid on the 
21st August, 1890, was £7,657, which, up to the 31st of October, has been reduced to 
£2,554, due from 258 payers. With the exception of £611 the entire of this arrear is 
due in respect of the half-yearly instalments of £99,246 which became payable on tfie 
1st May, 1890. 

This arrear of £2,554 is equal to | per centum of the total amount receivable as 
against an arrear of 14 per centum of the total amount receivable on the same date last 
year, or if the comparison be limited to the half-yearly instalments which accrued due 
on 1st May, 1889, and on 1st May, 1890, it will be found that the existing arrear 
represents less than 2 per centum of the half-yearly amount in collection as against an 
arrear of 3£ per centum of the collection in 1889. 

Having regard to the large number of payers on our books, many of whom were in 
the habit of paying their rents annually, or at uncertain periods, the character of' the 
holdings sold, and the varying circumstances of the purchasers, these results are evidence 
of the creditable regularity with which the majority of the purchasers have discharged 
their new engagements. When, however, default is made in the payment of a half- 
yearly instalment,, after sufficient notice, proceedings are instituted, either by action 
or civil bill process, against the debtor, as directed by the 13th section of the Act of 
1887, and every effort is made to recover the amount due before resorting to a sale of 
the holding. In almost all cases of default we have found that the claims have been 
met upon the institution of proceedings. 

During the five years ending 2l - st August, 1890, the holdings of twenty-seven 
defaulters were put for sale ; thirteen of these holdings were sold to ordinary purchasers 
eleven holdings, for which there was no competition, were purchased by the former 
landlords. In these cases the holdings were sold* Subject to the future payment of the 
nullities, the amounts realized being applied towards the discharge of the arrears due 
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at the time of sale. In three cases, in which there were no bidders, the holdings are 
in the hands of the Land Commission pending re-sale. 

During the five years covered by this report the Guarantee Deposits in the cases 
of seven holdings were applied by us to the discharge of unpaid instalments, and up to 
the present time no loss to the State has occurred in respect of any advances made 
under the Act. 

During the five years under review, 1,519 Abstracts of Title were lodged, and in all Progress ot 
these cases, with the exception of 48, the rulings have been issued. The drafts of business. 
2,671 Vesting Orders or Conveyances were settled during the year, the total number 
settled during the five years being 13,671. Since the passing of the Act of 1887, we 
have availed ourselves as far as possible of the provisions of that Act in relation to 
the redemption of Head Rents and other annual outgoings, with the result that in 
the majority of the cases recently closed the sales have been effected discharged of 
outgoings, and in 97 estates we have ordered the redemption or apportionment and 
redemption of Head Rents. Without reference to the legal questions that have arisen 
in the earlier stages of the proceedings towards the sales now in progress, we have 
exercised the legal jurisdiction conferred upon us by statute in respect of the questions 
arising in the proceedings for the sale of 835 different estates, and the distribution of 
nearly £6,000,000, the proceeds of such sales. Since the passing of the Act of 1885 
seventeen questions of law were heard and determined by the Judicial Commissioner 
sitting with us, in pursuance of the 17th section of that Act. The number of appeals 
to the Court of Appeal were three. In the year just closed £458,432 were lodged in 
the Bank of Ireland, under the provisions of the 14th section of the Act of 1887, for 
expediting sales ; and as suitors now appreciate the advantage of carrying out their 
proceedings by means of Vesting Orders, we anticipate that a very large number of the 
loans which have been provisionally sanctioned will have been issued during the 
early part of the coming year.
